OPPOSES THE ENLISTMENT 


O f M en U nder T w enty-O ne Yonm of 
Age T here 
W ere E leven G eneral 
H ospitals—Seventeen H undred Died 
of D isease o f W h ich T yphoid C laim ed 
Six H undred and F orty. 


W ashington, Nov. 21.-—Surgeon Gen­ 
eral George M. Sternberg ha* made his 
report to the secretary cd war. 
It re­ 
late* mainly to the work of the medical 
corps during the war. 
The number of 
medical officers, 192, allowed by law to 
the army i# inadequate in time of peace. 
The insufficiency in time of war wa* 
met by the assignment of over 050 con­ 
tract surgeons. 
The very small propor­ 
tion of medical officers having expert* nee 
of a military character impaired the 
efficiency of the department at the out­ 
set, but many of the staff surgeon* from 
civil life showed great aptitude for the 
service and speedily became of value aa 
administrative and 
sanitary officers. 
The report recites the condition of 
camps and hospitals, claims that the 
medical department did all it wa* able 
to do under the circumstances; pro­ 
nounces against the enlistment of men 
under 21 years of age; talks of the work 
of the hospital corps at Santiago and of 
the inability to get medicines from 
aboard ships. 
Speaking of the death 
rat# of the army from disease he says: 
Up to Sept. 80, 11 general hospitals 
were established and fully manned and 
equipped. These had a capacity of near­ 
ly 7,000 beds. At the sam*" time certain 
post hospitals having good accommoda­ 
tions were used for the treatm ent of 
army cases generally, without alteration 
of their official status as post hospital*.

WRECKED THE VESSEL.

For many years steam jets have been 
considered excellent means for extiu 
g u isin g fires in inclosed spaces, and 
examples of their good services have 
been abundant. 
The theory of their ac­ 
tion of*eoarse is, like that of the several 
kinds tff fire extinguishing powders 
which -have been proposed at different 
times,' that the steam in the one case 
and this stifling fumes from the powders 
in the other displace the air in any par­ 
ticular kpace under consideration, and 
w ith it the oxygen as well, by which 
alone Combustion can be sustained. 
In at least one instance, however, the 
position was taken that if the steam 
jets did not extinguish a fire promptly 
they soon became a source of danger, 
and as such were h* Id accountable for 
the lorn about a year ago of a cargo 
steamer carrying several hundred tons 
of coal aud ae many more of miscel­ 
laneous chemicals and old rope. 
Fire 
broke out in one of the holds, winch 
were fitfid with steam jet fixtures, and 
the jets were at once tun ed on. On 
the day following it was proposed to 
try a hose in addition to the jets, aud 
one of the upper deck batches tvas 
therefore taken off. 
The almost immediate result was a 
violent explosion, killing one of the 
officers and seriously injuring another. 
All the other hatches were blows off at 
the same time, aud the ship lagan to 
leak, so that she soon had to he aban­ 
doned. One explanation advanced was 
that the steam from the jets, passing 
over the incandescent cargo, formed 
w ater ga*, which, with suitable air ad­ 
mixture, be<ame explosive, with the 
result noted. 
Tho theory is uot a com­ 
forting one, hut whether it portrays a 
possible condition of things yet remains 
to Ire demonstrated.—Cashier’s Alaga-

Tho 
Moat Im p o rta n t C olorin g Substance 
In th* W orld Is C h lorop h yll. 
Chlorophyll is perhaps the most im ­ 
portant coloring substance in the world, 
for upon this substancedepend thechar- 
acteiistic activity of plants, tho synthe­ 
sis of complex compounds from carbon 
dioxide and water process, upon which 
the existence of all living things is ulti­ 
mately conditioned. Only in a very few 
unimportant forms devoid of chlorophyll 
eau the synthesis of complex from sim­ 
ple compoer ds or from tho elements be 
accomplished. The function of chloro­ 
phyll may only be comprehended when 
its chief physical properties are under­ 
stood. These may be best illustrated 
by placing a gram of chopped leaves 
of grass or geranium in a few cubic cen­ 
timeters of strong alcohol for an hour. 
{Such a solution w ill boof a bright, 
clear green color, and when the vessel 
containing it is held in such a manner 
that the sunlight is reflected from the 
surface of the liquid it will appear blood 
roil, due to its property of fluorescence, 
that of changing the wave length of 
the rays of light of the violet and of 
the spectrum in such a manner as to 
make them coincide with those of the 
red end. It is by examination of light 
which has passed through a solution of 
chlorophyll, however, that tho greatest 
insight into its physical properties may 
be gained, lf such a ray of light is pass­ 
ed through a prism and spread out on a 
sens u, it may be seen that there are 
several largo intervals of dark bands in 
tho spectrum. The rays of light which 
would have occupied these spaces have 
boon absorbed by the chlorophyll and 
converted into heat and other forms of 
energy. This energy is directly availa­ 
ble to the protoplasm containing tne 
chorophyll, and by means of it the syn­ 
thesis of complex substance may tie ac­ 
complished.—Popular Science Monthly. 


Who Were the ltanques? 
The dialect of the Spanish Basque 
provinces, such as we have it in the 
songs aud proverbs which have acquired 
for this pi nip Ie quite a European reputa­ 
tion, is really a hideous mixture of 
Spanish patois—Spanish, more or less 
adulterated with French—aud Moorish 
or Arabic.

For instance, the Basque word 
gurry (which signifies red, rusty, bloody, 
gory), tho word gouo (gown), escura 
(school), irina (farina, flour), curritzen 
(course, courrier), du (dors, from the 
verb to do), loft*® (letter), teilatrnre 
(roof, 
tile), caum a (song, canticle), 
boina (bonnet), eta 
The music of the jmpular Basque 
•tongs is in general plaintive andoaiioli- 
ed in the minor keys. Tho melodies, 
like the language, are a tradition*— aa 
no composers’ names have come down 
to us—aud this, again, is a singular 
compound of Spanish and oriental mel* 
ody. 
It also confirms my view of the 
origin of this Interesting people, so that 
I have the language and the music both 
fighting to uphold my theory.—Gentle­ 
man's Magazine.

Mins Bisland believes that we inherit 
many of the memories that come to us, 
Waking as well as sleeping. 
Every on* 
has felt many times in his life a sens* 
of fam iliarity with incidents that hay* 
had no place in his own experience and 
has found it impossible to offer any ex 
planation for the feeling. Coming sud 
denly around a turn of a hill upon * 
fair and unknown landscape, his heart 
may bound w ith a keen sense of recog­ 
nition of its unfam iliar outlines.

“ FILLED” BEDCLOTHES. 


T h e y A re M o istu re A ttr a c to r s, an d 
D ea th L a r k s In T h em . 
Science, thy name is adulteration! 
Another terror has been added to exist­ 
ence by the revelations made by a trade 
paper of the processes by which certain 
manufacturers “ fill” the sheets and 
blankets with which they flood the m ar­ 
ket. 
* 
We are told that after a piece of 
wasto sheeting has been woven the cloth 
is passed over a trough containing a so­ 
lution of zino, sulphate of magnesia 
(commonly known as epsom salts) and 
water. This is called a sprinkler. A re­ 
volving brush plays a spray of these 
noxious ingredients upon the cloth, 
w ith the result that a 50 pound piece 
after the operation weighs ? % pounds 
more than when it left tho loom. 
As 
the goods aro sold by the pound, the ob­ 
ject is evident. 
But what about the purchaser? A 
piece cuts up into ten pairs of sheets. 
Each pair therefore contains three-qnar- 
ters of a pound of moisture attracting 
material. 
The results are appalling. 
Ae soon as a wet day comes the sheets 
beoome damp aud the luckless wight 
who sleeps between them is apt to con­ 
tract a chill that may send him to the 
bourn whence 
no traveler 
returns. 
Even if his suspicions are aroused and 
he boldly casts aside the sheets and 
wraps himself in the blankets it may 
avail him nothing, 
for the blanket 
makers have learned the trick, aud the 
same ill results may eusua 
Next we shall bear that the counter­ 
pane makers are equally astute, aud 
the timid sleeper may be driven to pro­ 
vide himself with the woolen sleeping 
bags that suggest travels in the farthest 
north. 
The only advantage of these 
“ filled” or heavily “ sized” sheets and 
blankets is that they are death to in­ 
sects, bat if they kill the sleeper as 
well as the pulex irritant—to . 
noth­ 
ing of the cimex lectularius—what 
boots it?—London Telegraph.

A I'o t a ib b D unner of Hiram Jets bn 
F ir e K illn iiu U h e m , 
For maiiy years steam jets have been 
considered excellent means for extin­ 
guish) mg fires in inclosed spaces, and 
examples of their good services have 
been abundant. The theory of their ac­ 
tion ofScourse is, like that of the several 
kinds of fire extinguishing powders 
which *have been proposed at different 
times,i that the steam in the one case 
and th© stifling fumes from the powders 
iii the other displace the air in any par­ 
ticular apace under consideration, aud 
with it the Oxygen ae well, by which 
itloue Combustion can be sustained. 
In at least one instance, however, the 
position was fatal) that if the steam 
jets did not extinguish a fire promptly 
they soon became a source of danger, 
and as such were held accountable for 
the loss about a ytar ago of a cargo 
steamer carrying several hundred tons 
of coal and aa many moro of miscel­ 
laneous chemicals and old rope. Fire 
broke out in one of the holds, which 
were fitted with steam jet fixtures, and 
the jets were at once turned on. Un 
the day following it was proposed to 
try a bon in addition to the jets, and 
one of the app* r deck hatches was 
therefore taken off. 
The almost immediate result was a 
violent explosion, kilting one of the 
officers aud seriously injuring another. 
All the other hatches were blown off at 
the same time, aud the ship began to 
leak, iso that she soon had to be aban­ 
doned. One explanation advanced was 
that the steam from the jets, passing 
over the incandescent cargo, formed 
water gas, which, with suitable air ad­ 
mixture, became explosive, with the 
result noted 
The theory is not a com­ 
forting one, hut whether it portrays a 
possible condition of things ye t remains 
to be demonstrated.—Cashier's Maga-

Chlorophyll is perhaps the most im­ 
portant coloring substance in the world, 
for upon this substance depend thecliar- 
actciistic activity of plants, tho synthe­ 
sis of complex compounds from carbon 
dioxide and water process, upon which 
the existence of all living things is a n i­ 
mately conditioned. Only in a very few 
unimportant forms devoid of chlorophyll 
can the synthesis of complex from sim* 
pie co rn pou i ds or from the elements be 
accomplished. The function of chloro­ 
phyll may only be comprehended when 
its chief physical properties are under­ 
stood. These may be best illustrated 
by placing a gram of chopped leaves 
of grass or geranium in a few cubic cen­ 
timeters of strong alcohol for an hour. 
Such a solution will ta of a bright, 
clear green color, aud when the vessel 
containing it is held in such a manner 
that the sunlight is reflected from the 
surface of the liquid it will appear blood 
red, due to its property of fluorescence, 
that of changing the wave length of 
the rays of light of the violet and of 
tho spectrum in such a manner as to 
make them coincide with those of the 
red end. It is by examination of light 
which has passe d through a solution of 
chlorophyll, however, that the greatest 
insight into its physical properties may 
ta gained, lf such a ray of light is pass­ 
ed through a prism and spread out on a 
screen, it may ta seen that there? are 
several largo intervals of dark bands in 
the spectrum. Tho rays of light which 
would have occupied these spaces have 
been absorbed by the chlorophyll and 
converted ii to heat and other forms of 
energy. This energy is directly availa­ 
ble to the protoplasm containing toe 
chorophyll, And by means of it tho syn­ 
thesis of complex substance may be ac­ 
complished.—Popular Science Monthly. 


W ho Wert* the B am]lies? 
The dialect of the Spanish Basque 
provinces, such as we have it in the 
songs aud proverbs which have acquired 
for this people quito a European reputa­ 
tion, is really a hideous mixture of 
Spanish patois—Spanish, more or less 
adulterated with French—and Moorish 
or Arabic. Many of their words have a 
curious res ...bl. ice to corresponding 
English words—just as we find incur 
English slang a good many gypsy 
words. For instance, tho Basque word 
gorry (which signifies red, rusty, bloody, 
gory), tho word gono (gown), escura 
(school), in na (farina, flour), eurritzen 
(course, courrier), du (does, from the 
verb to do), letra (letter), teilature 
(roof, til' ), eau! ua (song, canticle), 
boil)a (bonnet), etc. 
The music of the popular Basque 
songs is in general plaintive and couch­ 
es I in the minor keys. Tho melodies, 
like the language, are a tradition-— as 
no composers’ nann s have come down 
to us—aud this, again, is a singular 
rom pou i>d of Spanish and oriental rod* 
ody. 
It also confirms my view of the 
origin of this interesting people, so that 
I have the language aud the music loth 
fighting to uphold my theory.—Gentle­ 
man’s Magazine.

In a thoughtful, well written article

more magic potion than healthy fatigue, 
With no gri-abr wonder working weapon 
than a pillow, may create for himself 
phantasm ical delusions beside which all 
mesmeric suggestions are but the flat­ 
test of dull commonplace. ” 
Because people are afraid of being 
thought superstitious with regard to 
dreams there has beet* an unscientific 
avoidance of the whole topic, which is 
no less superstitious aud puerile, the 
consequence of which foolish revulsion 
bas been that one of the most curious 
functions of the brain is still in a period 
of universal investigation—left unex>- 
omincd and unexplained. Some dab­ 
bling there bas been in th© matter, bu/ 
so far no tenable explanation has heel 
off cr ml of those strange illusions of 
sleep with which all mankind is famil­ 
iar. The results up to this time of this 
dabbling are for tho most part of little 
moro value than th© contents of the 
greasy, well thumbed dream books that 
formed the only aud dearly beloved li­ 
brary of eighteenth century milkmaids 
and apprentice®. The greater portion of 
such labor os has been bestowed on the 
subject hasbeen mainly directed toward 
efforts to prove tho extreme rapidity 
with w hich tho dream passes through 
tho mind, ami that it is some trivial 
outward cause at the moment of rous­ 
ing from slumber, such as a noise, a 
light or the 
like, which wakes th* 
brain to this miraculous celerity of im* 
aginative creation. 
Tho general conviction that dream! 
occur only at the instant of the awaken­ 
ing shows bow little real attention has 
been bestowed upon the matter, sines 
the most casual observation of “ the dog 
that hunts in dreams” would show that 
he may be chasing tho wild deer and 
following the roe in the gray kingdom 
of seeming without breaking his slum­ 
bers. He wi21 start aud twitch and givt 
tongue after the phantom quarry he 
dreams himself pursuing. But given the 
truth of auy one of these assertions, still 
the heart of the mystery has not yet 
been plucked out, since it is not ex­ 
plained why a noise or a gleam of light 
-—such as tho senses are quite familial 
with in waking consciousness—should 
st the moment of rousing cause th* 
brain to create with inconceivable ra­ 
pidity a series of phantasmagoria ic 
order to explain to itself the familial 
phenomena of light or sound. 
It is broadly asserted by many that 
Hie memory retains each and every ex­ 
perience which life has presented for it* 
contemplation, but this is hardly true 
(t makes to a certain extent a cholos 
iud chooses oftentimes with apparent 
caprice. To de monstrate the truth of

of familiarity with incidents that havi 
had no place in his own experience aud 
has found it impossible to offer any ex 
planation for the feeling.

“ FILLED” BEDCLOTHES. 


T h e y A r e M o is tu r e A t tr a c to r s , a n d 
D e a th L u r k s In T h e m . 
Science, thy name is adulteration I 
Another terror has been added to exist­ 
ence by the revelations made by a trade 
paper of the processes by which certain 
manufacturers “ fill” the sheets and 
blankets with which they flood the mar­ 
ket. 
■*’ 
We are told that after a piece of 
waste sheeting has been woven the cloth 
is passed over a trough containing a so­ 
lution of zinc, sulphate of magnesia 
(commonly known as epsom salts) and 
water. This is called a sprinkler. A re­ 
volving brush plays a spray of theso 
noxious ingredients upon the cloth, 
with the result that a 60 pound piece 
after the operation weighs 7 % pounds 
more than when it left tho loom. 
As 
the goods arc sold by the pound, the ob­ 
ject is evident 
But what about the purchaser? A 
piece cuts up into ten pairs of sheets. 
Each pair therefore contains three-quar­ 
ters of a pound of moisture attracting 
material. 
The results are appalling. 
As soon as a wet day comes the sheets 
become damp aud the lockless wight 
who sleeps between them is apt to con­ 
tract a chill that may send him to the 
bourn whence 
no traveler 
returns. 
Even if his suspicions are aroused and 
he boldly casts aside the sheets and 
wraps himself in the blankets it may 
avail him nothing, for the blanket 
makers have learned the trick, and the 
same ill results may eu.-ua 
Next we shall bear that the counter­ 
pane makers are equally astute, aud 
the timid sleeper may be driven to pro­ 
vide himself with the woolen sleeping 
bags that suggest travels in the farthest 
north. 
The only advantage of these 
“ filled” or heavily “ sized” sheets and 
blankets is that they are death to in­ 
sects, hut if they kill the sleeper as 
well as the pulex irritant—to uiy noth­ 
ing of the cimex lectularius—what 
boots it?—Loudon Telegraph.
